to    Freud's    discoveries. 
Long   years   of  studying 
Freud  in  the  Great  White 
North     had     made     him 
come  alive  to  me  and  it 
felt    almost    sacrilegious 
to   diminish   his   stature. 
I  would  have  to  separate 
him  from  my  loyalty  to 
father    figures    and    use 
my  rational,  scientific  side.  Lord  knows.  I  was 
raised  to  be  rational. 

I  started  my  research  in  August,  resolving 
to  show  how  difficult  Freud's  task  was  in 
prudish  Victorian  England.  At  first,  I  tried  to 
write  in  my  condo,  my  notes  spread  out  on  a 
dining  room  table  that  was  never  used  for 
cozy  dinners.  Thoughts  would  swiri  through 
my  head.  No.  correct  that.  People  would  swirl 
through  my  head:  Anna,  Bozo,  Gardonne,  the 
Wizard.  Freud.  Darwin  and  yes,  Jackie.  Jackie 
unfortunately  was  the  majordomo  of  the  swiri- 
a-thon.

The  dull  wail  that 
filled  those  makeshift  ho.spitals  fills 
his  skull  to  bursting  once  again. 

The  horrifying  flashback  ends  as 
abruptly  as  it  had  started.  Samuel  drops 
his  coffee  cup,  and  it  smashes  on  the 
hardwood  floor.  The  heat  around  his  toes 
brings  him  back  to  reality  in  time  to  see 
his  eggs  burned  beyond  recognition. 

"I guess  I'm  skipping  breakfast  this 
morning." he  thinks  as  he  re-arranged 
his  tie.  It  is  still  early  in  the  morning, 
but  he  can  already  tell  that  it  will  be  a 
brilliantly  sunny  day.  "But  it's  always 
sunny  for  the  victors"  he  says  out  loud 
as  he  grabs  his  briefcase.

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Habitat  for  Humanity  build 


The  Habitat  for  Humanity  movement 
was  founded  in  1976  in  Americus. 
Georgia.  The  program  developed  from 
the  concept  of  "partnership  housing" 
where  those  in  need  of  adequate  shelter 
work  side  by  side  with  volunteers  from 
all  walks  of  life  to  build  simple,  decent 
houses.  This  year,  three  students  from 
Royal  St.  George's  College  and  two 
students  from  Havergal  College  built  a 
brick  and  mortar  home  in  Zambia. 


Throughout  the  fall  unci  winter.  Eddie 
Beqaj.Jordan  Hyde.  Matthew  Muncaster. 
Thomas  Pepper.  Michael  Sherman 
and  Mr.  Alex  .Shum,  worked  hard  to 
rai.se  awareness  about  the  challenges 
confronting  families  in  East  Africa  and 
the  lack  of  access  to  education  and  safe 
drinking  water.  Together  with  RSGC's 
Guild.  Prefects,  key  mcinbers  from  the 
RSGC  parent  community,  teachers  and 
students  from  both  the  senior  and  junior 
school,  as  well  as  friends  and  corporate 
sponsors,  the  .school  raised  over  $94,000 
for  Free  the  Children.  During  March 
Break,  the  team  traveled  to  Kenya  and 
Tanzania,  joined  with  other  students 
from  across  the  North  America, 
visited  several  Kipsigis  and  Maassai 
communities,  and  worked  with  Free  the 
Children  to  help  build  a  new  nursery 
for  a  primary  school.  'I'he  funds  raised 
will  pay  for  the  construction  not  only 
of  eight  inore  schoolhouses  but  also 
provide  for  new  washrooitis,  teacher's 
salaries,  classrooin  furniture,  access  to 
safe  drinking  water,  medical  supplies  as 
well  as  alternative  income  opportunities 
for  inany  fainilics.  Featured  in  the 
Toronto  Star,  and  interviewed  by 
Radio  Canada  hitemational,  the  team's 
account  of  the  expedition  spread  the 
story  of  how  our  school  community 
came  to  together  to  help  others  across 
the  globe  and  reflects  the  growing 
reach  of  "community  service"  at 
RSGC.  Thanks  to  everyone  for  their 
encouragement,  generosity  and  Mip|iort.

Members  of  the  board  and  Georgian

Years  ago  I  remember  learning  about  the 
origin  of  the  word  "sincere".  During  the  era  of 
Michelangelo,  white  marble  was  the  sculptor's 
stone  of  choice.  The  problem  was  that  the  value 
would  be  lost  if  there  was  a  crack  or  even  a 
scratch  in  the  final  work.  In  order  to  disguise 
any  such  imperfection,  wax  was  melted  and  put 
on  each  crack.  The  Latin  word  "sine"  (without) 
and  "cere"  (wax)  together  was  combined  to 
form  the  word  sincere.  The  translation  being 
without  wax. 

But  there  remains  one  word  or  term  that 
poses  a  dilemma  when  one  attempts  to  arrive  at 
a  definition.  It's  difficult  to  discover  the  origin 
and  true  meaning  of  the  word  Georgian.  To  most 
of  us  the  meaning  seems  obvious,  we  can  sense 
it,  feel  it,  and  clearly  it  is  the  essence  of  what 
we  are  all  about,  yet  no  one  takes  the  time  to 
define  it. ..of  course.  The  reality  and  advantage 
and  beauty  is  that  we  don't  have  to  define  it. 
The  meaning  originates  within  the  heart  not 
some  obscure  fourth  dimensional  concept.  The 
definition  of  Georgian  starts  with  the  heart  and 
continues  within  the  deepest  part  of  all  of  us. 
Yes  it  is  quite  spiritual  and  if  one  uses  it  as  an 
adjective  there  is  no  need  to  explain.
